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ST.  JOSEPH 


DESCRIPTIVE. 

St.  Josepli,  one  of  the  most  important  commercial  points  in  the 
state  of  Michigan,  and  as  \\"ell  one  of  the  most  attractive  summer 
resorts  of  the  lake  region,  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  St. 
Joseph  river,  on  Lake  Michigan  in  latitude  42  degrees  north. 
Placed  upon  nearly  the  same  parallel  with  Boston,  the  climate  of 
St.  Josepli  and  its  neighborhood  is  much  more  mild  and  equable 
than  that  of  New  England,  or  any  part  of  the  north  Atlantic 
coast,  owing  to  causes  of  a  local  character.  It  is  distant  from 
Chicago  sixty-two  miles,  from  Eaciue  seventy-iive  miles,  and  from 
Milwaukee  one  hundred  miles.  "With  all  of  these,  and  other  prominent 
over-lake  ports,  daily  steamer  communication  is  maintained  during 
the  entire  season  of  navigation.  Ample  rail  communication  with 
all  Christendom  is  also  enjoyed  by  means  of  the  facilities  furnished 
by  the  Chicago  and  Michigan  Lake  Shore  Kailway. 

The  county  is  traversed  by  the  St.  Joseph  river,  from  the 
south-east,  passing  through  the  city  of  Niles  and  the  villages  of 
Buchanan  and  Berrien ;  the  Paw  Paw  river  crosses  it  from  the 
north-east,  flowing  through  the  village  of  Watervliet  and  not  far 
from  Coloma.  Near  tlie  moutli  of  the  former  the  two  rivers  unite, 
forming,  with  the  lake,  two  ])eninsulas.  Steamer  navigation  is 
practicable  on  the  St.  Josepli  river  for  a  distance  of  one  hmidred 
miles  from  its  mouth,  and  on  the  Paw  Paw  for  aljoui  thirty  miles. 
The  Harbor  of  St.  Joseph  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state,  and  it 
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lacks  nothing  to  make  it  one  of  the  best  on  the  great  lakes,  but  the 
expenditure  of  a  moderate  sum  of  money,  which  it  is  believed  the 
general  government  will  soon  see  the  justice  and  expediency  of 
appropriating,  in  view  of  the  already  considerable  and  rapidly  ac- 
creting commercial  importance  of  the  place. 

Tlie  beautiful  village  of  St.  Joseph  is  located  upon  a  plateau 
fifty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  lake  and  river,  and  on  the  peninsula 
between  those  waters.  The  site,  whether  considered  from  the  practical 
or  a?sthetic  point  of  view,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  in  the  north- 
west, combining  as  it  does,  all  the  advantages  of  situation  neces- 
sary for  the  material  well  being  of  a  thriviiig  manufacturing  and 
trading  town,  with  the  charms  of  rare  scenery  and  delightful  sur- 
roundings. To  the  spoi-tsman,  the  locality  offers  an  additional 
attraction,  in  being  one  of  the  finest  and  most  accessible  lishing 
and  shooting  grouiuls  in  the  country.  Without  aspiring  to  the 
possession  of  immense  public  edifices,  hke  the  great  cities,  St. 
Joseph's  citisens  have  nevertheless  displayed  a  public  spirit  in  this 
direction,  of  which  much  larger  and  more  pretentious  towns  might 
well  be  proud.  Among  the  prominent  buildings  of  the  village  a 
substantial  and  handsome  Union  School,  enjoying  merited  pros- 
perity, is  especially  noticable.  There  are,  also,  several  churches, 
four  of  which  are  attractive  and  commodious  brick  structures  ;  and 
one  of  these,  the  M.  E,  Church  edifice,  is  acknowledged  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  state,  west  of  Detroit. 

At  the  present  time  the  population  of  St.  Joseph  is  about  3,000, 
a  noticable  gain  since  the  date  of  the  last  census,  which  placed  it 
at  2,718.  The  township  is  a  small  one  geographically  speaking,  as 
it  contains  only  seven  sections  of  land,  some  portions  of  which  are 
at  present  uninhabited  owing  to  the  swampy  nature  of  the  ground. 
In  1864  the  population  was  only  1,(381,  which  numl^er  has  been  in- 
creased to  about  3,500,  that  figuring  closely  approximate  the 
present  number  of  inhabitants. 

The  soil  of  the  neighborhood  is  extremely  fertile,  consisting  of 
a  rich  sandy  loam,  with  occasional  clay  outcro}i})ings.  Formerly 
it  was  heavily  timbered.  Inning  been  well  covered  with  oak,  and 
less  generally,  but  to  a  considerable  extent,  in  places,  with  maple, 
beech,  whitewood,  Idaek  walnut,  ash,  butternut,  hickory,  together 
with  some  pine.  The  laud  in  this  locality  is  eminently  adapted  to 
successful  agriculture,  and  yields  prolilie  crops  of  the  cereals  and 
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other  products  common  to  favored  sections  of  the  temperate  zone. 
The  wheat  grown  in  the  country  is  not  excelled  in  the  west.  But 
since  Nature  has  specially  endowed  this  part  of  her  garden  with  a 
golden  capahility  to  produce  the  most  delicious  fruits  of  the  plant, 
vine,  and  tree,  in  such  excellence  and  abundance  as  to  supply  the 
markets  of  Michigan,  Illinois,  AVisconsin,  and  other  Western 
states,  the  ordinary  avocations  of  the  farm  have  been  to  a  great 
extent  abandoned  "for  the  more  glorious  purpose,"  as  the  Free 
Masons  say,  of  fruit  growing ;  hence  fruit  is  the  principal  export  of 
St.  Joseph,  and  the  basis  of  many  of  its  most  successful  man- 
ufactures. 

.  The  neighborhood  of  St.  Joseph  has  the  deserved  reputation  of 
being  the  best  fruit  growing  region  in  the  north-west.  In  the  au- 
tumn the  prevailing  lake  winds  check  the  growth  of  the  trees,  in 
consequence  of  which  their  wood  is  more  thoroughly  matured  than 
would  otherwise  happen,  and  they  are  in  better  condition  to  resist  the 
attacks  of  winter  storms  and  frosts.  Again,  during  the  coldest  season 
of  the  year,  the  winds  blowing  from  over  the.  open  waters  of  Lake 
Michigan,  which  are  far  milder  than  those  which  sweep  over  frost 
bound  and  snow  covered  regions,  so  modify  the  climate,  that  the 
thermometer  very  rarely  registers  a  temperature  below  zero.  If 
we  wanted  to  ascend  into  the  realm  of  poetry,  we  might  excusably 
call  St.  Joseph  "the  child  of  the  Lake  "SYind,"  for  its  benefits  and 
support  come  largely  from  that  important  inliuence,  whose  benig- 
nity lasts  the  year  around.  Again  in  the  spring  its  helpful  presence 
is  felt,  when  by  its  aid  the  fruit  trees'  growth  is  retarded,  and  the 
fruit  thus  insured  against  destruction  by  late  frosts.  The  en- 
vironment of  the  vicinit}^  also,  in  respect  of  the  lake  and  rivers,  is 
an  additional  protection  against  the  frosts  of  spring.  So  mild  in- 
deed is  the  climate  of  this  enviable  place,  that  garden  vegetables 
fre(piently  remain  green  until  the  first  of  December. 

HISTORICAL. 

Prior  to  the  year  1822,  the  valley  of  the  St.  Joseph  was  a  wil- 
derness, and  from  one  end  to  the  other,  without  a  white  settler. 
In  the  year  named,  Piev.  Isaac  McCoy,  a  Baptist  missio}un-y,  es- 
tablished a  mission,  one  mile  east  of  the  place  where  the  present 
city  of  Nilcs  is  located.  This  enterprise  was  under  the  denomina- 
tional board  of  missions,  who  christened  it  the  "Carey  Mission,"  in 
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honor  of  a  noted  missionary  to  India,  of  their  faith.  At  this  time 
there,  were  a  few  half-breeds  at  St.  Joseph,  and  Pere  Aux  Yaches, 
who  traded  with  the  Indians  and  cultivated  a  few  patches  of 
ground ;  otherwise  the  nomadic  red-man  was  the  sole  occupant  of 
the  entire  region. 

Properly  speakhig,  the  settlement  of  St.  Joseph  dates  from  the 
year  1829.  In  1828  a  treaty  was  made,  at  Carey  mission,  with  the 
Pottawotomie  Indians,  by  which  they  ceded  to  the  United  States, 
a  considerable  tract  of  land,  a  poi-tion  of  which  is  now  known  as 
Berrien  County.  Calvin  Britain  and  Augustus  P.  Newell  pre- 
empted the  land  upon  which  the  village  of  St.  Joseph  now  stands, 
in  1829.  These  lands  were  surveyed  by  the  government  in  the 
following  year,  and  were  purchased  by  the  pre-empters.  :Major 
Britain  laid  the  village  out  in  1831,  and  March  7,  1831,  it  was  in- 
corporated ])y  act  of  the  territorial  legislature,  as  the  village  of  St. 
Joseph ;  although  when  first  laid  out,  it  had  been  called  New- 
buryport. 

Of  the  early  settlers— those  who  came  here  prior  to  1830— very 
few  are  known  to  be  living,  and  of  these,  the  larger  proportion  still 
cling  to  the  scenes  and  associations  of  their  early  pioneer  days. 
In  1831,  the  first  marriage  occurred  hi  the  httle  community,  and 
Mr.  Bartlett  was  joined  in  wedlock  to  Miss  Pamelia  Ives.  The 
first  white  child  born  in  the  settlement,  came  to  this  couple  in  the 
person  of  Calvin  Bartlett,  now  living  and  known  as  one  of  the 
most  popular  steamboat  captains  on  the  lakes.  The  first  ware- 
house, a  log  structure,  was  erected  by  Amos  B.  Hinckley,  in  1830. 
The  first  saw  mill  was  started  two  years  later  by  Deacon  tt  Mc- 
Kaleb ;  it  stood  about  midway  between  the  foot  of  Main  street  and 
the  bayou  bridge.  The  first  steamboat  whose  paddles  ever  scared 
the  fish  in  the  St.  Joseph  river,  was  built  by  the  same  parties  in 
1833,  and  called  the  Matilda  Barney ;  its  first  commander  was 
Captain  Danit'lWilson.  A.  E.  Draper  edited  and  published  the 
first  newspaper,  the  .S7.  Joseph  Jlcrahl,  in  1833,  but  the  venture 
was  not  a  paying  one,  and  was  abandoned  1)efore  long. 

In  183(>.  under  an  appropriation  made  under  Cxeneral  Jackson's 
administration,  work  was  connnenced  on  the  liarborpiers.  Before 
the  piers  were  l)ui]t  and  the  channel  of  the  river  changed,  tbe 
mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph  was  opposite  the  hghthouse.  At  that 
time  it  was  a  diilicult  river  to  enter,  especially  in   rough  weather, 
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and  many  valuable  lives  had  been  lost  in  the  attempt  before  the 
present  harbor  protections  were  constructed.  In  1831  the  old 
lighthouse  was  commenced ;  the  keeper's  house  occupied  the  site, 
of  tlie  present  one,  and  the  tower  was  on  the  brow  of  the  hill  in 
front  of  it. 

From  the  time  of  its  settlement  up  to  1846  St.  Joseph  increased 
rapidly  in  population  and  business  importance,  and  a  considerable 
trade  was  established  between  the  village  and  river  pohits  as  far 
up  as  Three  Ilivers,  and  Chicago.  The  trade  with  the  latter,  in- 
deed, was  impoi-tant  enough  to  employ  several  large  steamers.  In 
those  days  it  was  the  intention  of  the  state  government  to  make 
St.  Joseph  the  terminus  of  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad,  and 
this  prospective  aggrandisement  for  the  town  had  the  elt'ect  of 
starting  a  wild  speculation  in  real  estate,  which  was  held  at  enor- 
mous prices,  much  to  the  detriment  of  solid  prosperity  and  normal 
progress.-  The  sale  of  the  Central  road  by  the  state  to  the  ^Miehi- 
gan  Central  Railroad  Company,  practically  put  a  period  to  these 
ambitious  anticipations,  for,  although  in  the  original  draft  of  the 
charter,  the  company  was  obliged  to  make  its  termhuis  at  St.  Jo- 
seph, by  representing  that  it  might  find  it  more  to  its  advantage  to 
make  it  at  South  Haven  or  at  some  point  farther  north,  the  char- 
ter was  amended  so  as  to  oblige  the  company  to  build  their  road 
to  some  point  in  the  state  on  Lake  Michigan  feasible  for  steam- 
boats. Mr.  Brooks  the  astute  manager  of  the  road  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  the  charter  by  Imildingthe  hue  to  New  Buffalo, 
where  a  temporary  harbor  "feasible  for  steamboats"  was  con- 
structed at  considerable  expense  ;  but  this  was  allowed  to  go  to 
decay  and  the  road  was  continued  around  the  head  of  the  lake  to 
Chicago.  By  this  sharp,  though  perhaps  questionable  move,  Chicago 
gained  one  other  most  important  railway  connections  and  St.  Jo- 
seph lost  the  opportunity  of  becouiing  one  of  the  great  cities  of  the 
West,  at  least  for  the  succeeding  generation  or  so.  AYhat  the  fu- 
ture may  have  in  store  for  it  as  a  result  of  the  steadily  growing  im- 
portance of  its  valuable  productions,  trade,  and  manufactures,  is 
yet  to  he  seen.  One  thing  is  very  certain  that  at  present  St.  Jo- 
seph is  only  second  to  Detroit  in  commercial  imi)ortance  in  the 
state,  and  its  prosperity  stands  upon  the  most  solid  founda- 
tion. 
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BUSINESS    ENTERPRISES. 

It  may  not  be  improper  in  a  work  of  this  kind  to  give  a  brief 
descrijjtion  of  persons,  firms  and  corporations  upon  the  results  of 
whose  enterprise  the  wealth  and  standing  of  St.  Joseph  rests.  It 
may  be  further  remarked  en  passant  that  among  the  professional 
and  busines  men  of  the  town,  not  a  few  are  notables  of  more  than 
local  reputation  in  the  fields  of  commerce,  politics  and  the  aiis 
and  sciences. 

Among  the  leading  men  not  only  of  St.  Joseph,  but  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  one  man  is  noteworthy  as  being  an  influence  to 
which  his  section  stands  indebted  for  much  of  its  later  progress  and 
wealth.  Since  the  sketch  of  the  gentleman  we  refer  to  in  the  his- 
tory of  Michigan  could  not  be  improved  upon  by  us,  we  reproduce 
it: 

"Alexander  Hamilton  Morrison,  of  St.  Joseph,  Michigan,  pro- 
jector and  builder  of  the  Michigan  Lake  Shore  l^aiilroad  and  its 
vice-president  and  general  manager,  was  born  in  the  Province  of 
'Quebec,  Canada,  February  22,  1822.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  was 
engaged  as  clerk  for  B,  W.  Smith,  now  sheriff  of  Simcoe,  Oji- 
tario,  and  with  him  came  West  in  1838,  arriving  at  Chicago  in 
October  of  that  year,  whenCliicago  contained  less  than  four  thou- 
sand inhabitants.  Here  he  entered  the  employ  of  David  Ballen- 
tine,  Esq.,  then  a  contractor  on  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal 
and  remained  with  him  as  clerk  for  several  years.  At  the  age  of 
nineteen  he  engaged  in  active  business  on  his  own  account.  In 
1847,  1848  and  1849  Mr.  Morrison  was  engaged  as  a  contractor  on 
public  works  in  Illinois  and  Iowa.  In  1850  he  came  to  St.  Joseph, 
where  he  has  since  resided  and  has  been  connected  m  extensive 
business  as  a  merchant  and  lumberman,  until  he  engaged  in  the 
railroad  enterprise  which  now  occupies  his  attention. 

The  Chicago  and  Michigan  Lake  Shore  Railroad,  of  which  Mr. 
Morrison  is  the  projector,  builder  and  successful  general  manager 
■extends  from  New  Buti'alo  on  the  Michigan  Central  to  Pentwater, 
which  is  tlie  main  line,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  seventy 
miles,  with  a  branch  of  twenty  miles  from  Holland  to  Grand 
Eapids  and  another  branch  from  Muskegon  to  Big  Piapids  of  fifty- 
five  miles,  making  in  all  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  road.  Con- 
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sideling  the  difficulties  encountered  in  consequence  of  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  court  declaring  void  all  municipal  aid  voted  to  help 
construct  railways  together  with  the  fact  that  the  road  was  huilt 
through  a  new  country  sparsely  populated  and  which  would  not  have 
been  undertaken  without  the  encouragement  the  law  of  1869,  op- 
posed the  success  of  the  enterprise  in  both  its  completion  and 
management  entitles  to  the  projector  and  builder  to  an  amount  of 
praise  for  commercial  sagacity,  foresight  and  economy  in  all  the 
details  of  construction  and  management  seldom  awarded  to  men 
of  these  times,  and  which  to  him  in  his  declining  years  will  be  a 
great  source  of  consolation  and  pride.  Mr.  Morrison  while  en- 
gaged in  extensive  business  has  at  the  same  time  given  some  at- 
tention to  politics  and  been  the  recipient  of  political  honors  and 
seen  much  of  public  life  for  a  man  of  his  years,  now  only  fifty-two. 
In  1851  he  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Berrien 
county.  In  1852  he  was  a  candidate  for  presidential  elector  on  the 
Whig  ticket.  In  1856  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  this  State. 
In  1860  he  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  state  affaii-s  for  three  sessions  and 
during  that  time  was  one  of  the  si^ecial  joint  committee  on  war 
matters  of  which  Hons.  Jas.  F.  Joy,  H.  P.  Baldwin  and  Thomas 
D.  Gilbert,  were  members.  To  the  members  of  that  committee 
must  be  awarded  the  honor  of  successfully  projecting  that  policy 
which  at  the  end  of  the  war  found  tlie  State  unincumbered  with 
a  war  debt.  The  individual  members  of  that  committee  were  also 
foremost  in  sustaining  a  policy  not  less  important,  inaugurated  by 
Mr.  Joy  at  tlie  first  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1861,  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  sinking  fund  which  in  1881  will  find  the  state  en- 
tii-ely  out  of  debt.  In  1862  Mr.  Morrison  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  collector  of  internal  revenue  for  the  Second  district 
of  Michigan,  and  1867  assessor  of  internal  revenue  for  the  same 
district  which  office  he  held  until  June  1869,  when  he  resigned  to 
enter  upon  the  railroad  project  of  which  mention  is  made  alx)ve. 
Mr.  Morrison  belongs  to  one  of  the  pioneer  families  of  the  "West- 
ern country,  who  were  Indian  traders  in  the  Lake  Superior  coun- 
try in  the  latter  part  of  last  century,  and  the  first  part  of  this.  His 
father  was  a  member  of  the  old  Northwestern  Fur  Company,  and 
one  of  the  few  partners  in  that  company  that  refused  to  surrender 
to  and  successfully  resisted  Lord   Selkirk  in  his  war  made  upon  it 
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111  the  interest  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  immediately  after  the 
late  war  with  great  Britain.  His  guardian  in  his  boyhood  and 
under  whose  care  he  was  educated  was  his  friend  and  relative  the 
late  William  Morrison,  the  discoverer  of  the  source  of  the  Missis- 
sipi^i  river,  from  whom  he  obtained  a  knowledge  of  pioneer  life  in 
the  beginning  of  this  century  by  hearing  him  relate  adventures 
that,  to  the  young,  have  a  charm  that  is  irresistible.  Mr.  Morri- 
son ascribes  his  late  success  to  his  business  connection  with  the 
Hon.  James  F.  Joy,  the  great  railroad  magnate  of  the  Northwest, 
to  whom  he  always  gives  the  entire  praise.  Be  that  as  it  may  the 
people  of  Michigan  will  always  remember  the  subject  of  this  sketch 
as  one  of  her  distinguished  characters  and  the  peoj^le  of  the  town 
of  St.  Joseph  and  Berrien  county  as  its  most  prominent,  widely 
known  and  ambitious  business  man,  who  for  nearly  twenty-five 
years  has  maintained  a  spotless  reputation  as  a  merchant  and 
railroad  manager."' 

One  of  the  most  prosperous  financial  institutions  in  western 
Michigan  is  the  First  National  Bank  of  St.  Joseph,  which  was  or- 
ganized in  1871,  with  a  cash  capital  of  i?50,000.  This  bank  trans- 
acts a  large  business  with  fruit  growers,  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants and  with  their  connections  in  Chicago  and  other  markets. 
It  is  a  great  convenience,  especially  to  Chicago,  commission  mer- 
chants, who  save  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  expense  by  transact- 
ing their  business  through  this  institution.  The  ofticers  are  W. 
E.  Higman,  president ;  James  Baley,  cashier,  and  0.  0.  Jordan, 
assistant  cashier. 

The  carriage  and  wagon  factory  of  Sam  Hannon,  on  State 
street,  is  a  prominent  and  successful  manufacturhig  enterprise. 
The  proprietor  has  established  a  reputation  feu-  making  durable, 
strong  and  elegant  wagons  and  carriages  of  all  descriptions,  and 
has  estabHshed  a  large  trade  with  the  surrounding  country,  and 
other  parts  of  the  state  as  well  as  with  more  distant  points. 

jMessrs  Wallace  &  Barnes,  on  Water  street  at  the  foot  of  State, 
do  an  extensive  bushiess  in  lural^er,  lath,  shingles,  fencing,  building 
material  and  so  forth.  They  also  deal  largely  in  lime,  salt,  cement 
and  land  plaster.  The  house  is  well  estabHshed  and  ranks  high 
in  its  particular  line  among  the  leading  lirms  of  tlu;  section. 

The  news  of  the  day  is  furnished  to  the  peo])U'  of  St.  Josei)h   by 
the  St.  Joseph  liepnhVican,   an  excclleiit  weekly  democratic  paper 
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published  by  Wm.  Eieal)}-  &  Son,  No.  44  State  street.  The  Uc- 
puhlican  is  widely  circulated  in  Berrien  and  adjacent  counties  and 
is  a  well  conducted  and  ably  edited  journal.  A  first  class  job  office 
with  all  the  necessary  facilities  for  a  large  business  is  attached  to 
to  the  paper. 

The  stove,  tinware,  copper  and  sheet  iron  ware  establishment 
of  Charles  H.  Moulton.  No.  42  State  street,  supplies  the  town  and 
country  about  to  a  large  extent.  Mr.  ]\Ioultoiiis  a  successful  mer- 
chant, and  has  a  business  that  is  growing  rapidly  in  volume  and 
profit. 

The  leading  drug  and  grocery  house  of  the  village  is  owned  and 
managed  by  E.  Palmer  at  Nos.  44  and  46  State  street,  who  also 
keeps  a  heavy  stock  of  wall  papers.  The  business  of  this  house 
is  large  and  increasing  with  the  growth  of  the  locality. 

The  leading  livery  and  sale  stable  of  St.  Joseph  is  the  establish- 
ment of  J.  C.  Caldwell,  on  State  street,  south  of  Broad  and  oppo- 
site the  Park  Hotel.  Mr.  Caldwell  owns  a  number  of  fine  carriage 
and  draught  horses  and  furnishes  teams  and  carriages  at  the  short- 
est notice.  This  stable  is  well  known  and  popular,  and  deserves 
an  excellent  run  of  custom  from  citizens  and  visitors. 

William  Picaby,  in  addition  to  his  connection  with  the  Repuh- 
itcan  conducts  the  largest  business  in  St.  Joseph  in  the  line  of 
watches,  jewelry,  books,  stationery,  music,  musical  instruments, 
fancy  goods,  etc.,  No.  48  State  street,  corner  Pleasant.  This  house 
carries  a  large,  varied  and  elegant  stock  of  everything  included  in 
the  above  branches,  and  is  a  museum  of  bijouterie  music,  art  and 
literature. 

Frederick  Sauerbier  has  a  large  grocery  and  provision  house  on 
Main  street,  and  deals  in  choice  family  groceries,  provisions,  crock- 
ery, woodware,  green  and  dried  fruits,  Sec,  &c.

The  most  important  manufacture  of  St.  Joseph  is  tbat  of  fruit 
packages,  to  which  business  the  labor  and  ca})ital  of  several  firms 
is  devoted.  Of  the  leading  houses  in  this  line,  Messrs.  A.  W. 
AVells  &  Co.,  manufacture  a  vast  amount  of  all  kinds  of  fruit  pack- 
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ages  and  have  markets  for  their  wares  at  home,  m  Chicago  and 
other  hirge  cities.  The  firm  composed  is  of  yoimg  men,  active  en- 
m-getic,  enterprising  and  popular,  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most 
solid  institutions  of  the  town. 

Another  house  in  the  same  interest  and  equal  to  the  first  in 
commercial  importance  is  the  fruit  package  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment of  Messrs.  W.  li.  Wilcox  &  Co.  This  house  has  an  exten- 
sive home  trade  and  ships  its  product  to  all  parts  of  the  United 
States.

The  proprietor,  Mr.  Sam  Brown  is  wide- 
ly known  as  a  genial  and  attentive  Jiost  and  the  Park  Hotel  under 
Lis  supervision  has  grown  to  be  considered  the  ideal  of  a  puljlic 
house.

HISTORICAL. 

Soon  after  Michigan  emerged  from  its  territorial  minority  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Union  as  a  full  fledged  state,  the  township  of 
Benton  Harbor  was  organized,  in  1837,  Prior  to  that  time  St.  Joseph 
township  included  Benton,  Bainbridge,  Watervleit  andllager.  The 
earliest  election  in  the  new  township  was  held  at  the  village  of  Mill- 
burg  which  had  been  laid  out  in  1835,  by  Jehiel  Enos  and  Amos  S. 
Anderson.  Theformerof  these  was  one  of  Benton's  earliest  settlers. 
Population  grew  slowly  for  a  number  of  years,  Eleazer Morton  had 
emigrated  from  the  East  to  Kalamazoo  in  1834,  whence  he  moved 
to  St.  Joseph  in  the  following  year  and  settled  on  the  farm  now 
occupied  by  Henry  C.  Morton.  At  that  time  the  place  on  the  bluff 
where  Charles  Hall  resides  was  occupied  by  L.  L.  Johnson  and 
a  Mr.  Dalton  lived  on  the  Kline  place. 

The  locality  was  not  regarded  by  early  settlers  as  favorable  for 
cultivation,  the  sandy  soil  appearing  sterile  to  their  eyes.  In  1845 
the  entire  population  of  the  township  was  but  237.  The  only  sug- 
gestion of  future  greatness  for  the  place  and  not  an  apparent  one 
at  the  time,  lay  in  the  peach  orchard  owned  by  Mr.  Morton,  who 
made  the  earliest  shipment  of  peaches  from  the  neighborhood  in- 
1841.  By  and  by  it  began  to  be  noticed  that  fruit  orchards  near 
the  lake  escaped  the  destruction  that  came  to  those  inland,  by 
means  of  cold  weather,  and  the  attention  of  fruit  growers  was  at- 
tracted to  tlie  vicinity.  The  protits  being  realized  by  the 
few  already  on  the  spot,  added  to  the  nuirket  advantages  oilered  by 
propinquity     to     Chicago     and    other    large    places,    stimulated 
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this  favorable  consideration.  Among  the  th'st  to  engage  largely  in 
the  peach  culture  here  was  George  Parmerlee,  who  in  1848  started 
a  small  orchard  of  two  acres.  This  area  he  increased  from  year  to 
year  until  it  reached  ninety  acres,  and  a  few  years  ago  sold  the  whole 
for  $43,000.  In  1857  the  Cincinnati  orchard,  the  largest  in  the 
State  of  Michigan  was  set  out.  In  1859  Sterne  Brunson  bought 
eighty  acres  of  land  the  boundaries  of  which  included  part  of  the 
present  village  of  Benton  Harbor.  He  had  visited  St.  Joseph 
thirty  years  before  with  the  idea  of  buying  land  and  engaging  in 
fruit  culture,  but  Major  Britain  had  given  him  discouraging  state- 
ments as  to  the  nature  of  the  climate,  soil,  etc.,  and  so  the  project 
was  abandoned  for  the  time  and  he  bought  a  farm  at  Elkhart  upon 
which  he  resided  until  1859  as  stated. 

Since  the  year  last  mentioned  great  changes  have  taken  place 
in  the  appearance  of  the  county.  At  that  time,  where  now  the  res- 
idences of  thrivmg  citisens  abound,  and  where  fine  avenues  lead 
the  visitor  past  long  reaches  of  country  covered  with  rich  orchards, 
the  land  was  covered  with  a  primeval  forest.  The  wealth- 
compelling  peach  tree  had  not  come  into  the  locality  as  yet,  to  rout 
the  aboriginal  oak  and  beech.  In  1860  a  village  was  laid  out  on 
the  flat  near  the  marsh,  by  Sterne  Brunson,  B.  C.  Lewis,  and 
others,  and  the  place  was  known  for  some  time  as  Branson's  Harbor. 
Gates  &  Bell  bought  Ihe  lirst  village  lot  for  §G0  on  six  year's  time, 
and  the  second,  the  one  next  east  of  the  above,  was  disposed  of  for 
$50  on  live  year's  time.  The  early  settlers  had  thought  of  a  village 
on  that  side  of  the  marsh,  with  a  canal  to  connect  it  with  the  river, 
but  the  idea  never  took  any  practical  form  until  the  energetic  mind 
of  ^[r.  Brunson  was  devoted  to  the  project.  The  success  of  the  scheme 
has  won  that  gentleman  great  honor  among  the  people  of  the  sec- 
tion and  he  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  and  most  valuable 
friends  Benton  Harbor  ever  possessed. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  citisens  of  Benton  Harbor, 
to  obtain  subscriptions  for  the  canal,  consisting  of  Sterne  Brun- 
son, Henry  C.  IMorton  and  Charles  C.  Hull.  By  far  the  heaviest 
part  of  the  load,  however,  fell  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  commit- 
tee itself,  tlie  members  of  which  also  superintended  the  construc- 
tion, ^lartin  Green,  of  Chicago  took  the  contract  for  digging  a 
canal  twenty-live  feet  wide  and  eight  feet  deep,  and  the  same  was 
finished  in  18G2.     The  schooner  J.  C.  Shank  was  the  lirst  boat  to 
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enter  it  and  come  up  to  the  village.  In  the  latter  part  of  1861,  the 
business  houses  of  the  village  consisted  of  the  following  establish- 
ments :  Charles  J.  Smith,  groceries  and  dry  goods  ;  H.  L.  Harris, 
groceries ;  M.  G.  Lampert,  watches  and  jewelry ;  and  Hatch  & 
Durry — the  latter  where  Bobbin's  place  of  business  is  at  present. 

The  name  was  changed  to  Benton  Harbor  in  I860,  and  since 
that  time  the  advancement  of  the  place  has  been  rapid  in  manu- 
factures, commerce,  and  the  value  of  property.     The  canal  has 
been  widened  to  fifty  feet,  numbers  of  fine  business  structures 
have  been  erected,  elegant  residences  abound  and  large  warehouses 
suggest  the  commercial  importance  of  the  town.     The  corporate 
limits   are  rapidly  extending,    and  ground  that  could  have  been 
bought  a  few  years  ago  for  fifty  dollars  an  acre  is  now  worth  at 
least  one  thousand  dollars.     The  first  house  of  worship  in  Benton 
Harbor — the  Congregational — was  built  in  1868  and  some  time  af- 
terward the  Methodist  and  Baptist  denominations  erected  substan- 
tial and  handsome  edifices.    A  large  union  school  house,  complete 
in  every  appointment  was   secured  to  the  village  at  a  cost  of 
$30,000.     By  the  expenditure  of  ^16,000  the  community  has  ac- 
quired railroad  facilities,  likely  to  be  increased  by  the  building  of 
the  projected  Elkhart  and  Lake  Michigan  Eailroad.     Three  excel- 
lent newspapers  furnish  the  little  world  of  Benton  Harbor  with 
knowledge  of  all  that  transpires  in  the  greater  world ;  these  are 
the   Times,  PaUadiinn  and  the  Lake  Shore  Daib/  Xetcs.     The  first 
number  of  ihePaUadlKin  was  issued  October  9,  1868  by  L.  J.  Mer- 
chant, who  afterward  disposed  of  the  property  to  J.  P.  Thresher ; 
subsequently  it  came  into  the  possession  of   the  present  owner 
Charles  E.  Beeves.    The  Lal-e  SJiore  Dtiih/  Netrs  is  published  sim- 
ultaneously every  evening  in  St.  Joseph  and  Benton  Harbor.  This 
first  venture  of  the  locality  in  daily  journalism  was  inaugurated 
last  year  by  Dudley,  Jennings  &  Co.,  and  bids  fair  to  become  a 
most  successful  enterprise.    Established  in  the  face  of  four  weekly 
papers,  it  has  already  made  itself  a  household  favorite  and  neces- 
sity.    Coming  before  the  people  at  tea  time,  it  and  its  spicy  items 
are  the  subject  of  conversation.     Its  happy  way  of  giving  all   the 
important  news,  home  and  foreign,  in  a  condensed  shape,  enables 
tlie  busy  people  of  this  section  to  keep  posted  on  the  events  of  the 
day  without   poring  over  column  after  column  of  disinitches  as  in 
the  city  dailies.     It  has  thus  already  become  the  favorite  adver-

tising  medium  of  this  section.  The  population  of  tlie  village  is 
about  1,300 ;  and  2,600  is  approximately  the  numl)er  of  inhab- 
itants in  the  township  of  Benton.  The  leading  pursuits  of  the 
people  here  are  related  to  fruit  culture,  aljout  half  of  the  entire 
product  of  the  region  finding  its  outlet  by  way  of  Benton  Harbor. 

LEADING  PEOPLE  AND  ENTERPRISES. 

Having  referred  in  general  to  the  prosperity  of  Benton  Harbor 
and  to  the  intluences  that  have  created  that  prosperity,  it  is  not  out 
of  place  to  speak  personally  of  some  of  the  citisens  and  of  their 
enterprises.  Perhaps  a  good  many  may  not  be  remembered,  but 
if  so  it  is  because  theii-  names  do  not  occur  to  the  publisher,  at  the 
moment. 

Among  the  most  prominent  concerns  of  the  village  that  of  Hig- 
man  Heath  &  Co.  is  distinguished.  Mr.  HigD:ian  is  president  of 
the  First  National  Bank.  Mr.  Heath  is  a  wealthy  fruit  grower  and 
Mr.  Bailey,  cashier  of  the  bank  and  manager  is  the  "Co." 

Among  the  first  of  Benton  Harbor's  distinguished  citisens,  the 
Hon.  Henry  C.  ^Morton  is  honored  for  the  energy  he  has  displayed 
in  furthering  the  interests  of  his  town  and  section.  He  was  bom 
at  Alexander,  Genesee  county,  New  York,  January  27, 1817,  where 
he  lived  until  1834,  in  which  year  his  family  moved  to  Kalamazoo. 
In  1835  he  settled  at  Benton  Harbor,  and  in  the  year  following 
bought  400  acres  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  upon  which  he  still 
resides,  the  original  tract  forming  part  of  the  present  property. 
Mr.  Moi-ton  commenced  to  raise  fruit— peaches  and  apples— in 
1840,  and  set  out  the  third  orchard  started  in  the  neighborhood. 
He  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  in  1862.  and  served  one 
term,  declining  a  re-election  which  was  unanimously  tendered  him 
by  his  constituents.  He  cast  his  first  presidential  vote  for  General 
Harrison,  and  continued  a  strict  and  consistent  Whig  until  the 
formation  of  the  Bepul)lican  party,  the  fortunes  of  which  he  has 
followed  unswervingly  to  the  present  day.  In  1864  he  was  ap- 
pointed Postmaster,  and  continued  in  that  otfice  until  removed  by 
President  Johnson;  but  Mr.  Morton  declined  to  surrender  the 
office,  and  held  on  until  reappohited  by  General  Grant.  After 
that  he  occupied  the  office  until  1873.  when  he  resigned  in  favor  of 
J.  P.  Thresher.  Throughout  a  long  career  of  usefulness,  the  Hon. 
Henry  C.  Morton  has  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  respect  of   all 
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State  iio  well  as  m iienton llaroor,  istne  exrensivei^  ah^^xx  .^^„„ 
factory  of  Messrs.  Ingham,  Leslie  &  Co,  They  manufacture,  and 
deal  in  fruit  packages  of  all  kinds,  veneers,  crimped  elm  head- 
linings,  cheese  box  hoops,  cigar  box  veneers,  and  many  other  sim- 
ilar articles.  Messrs.  Ingham,  Leslie  &  Co.,  have  acquired  a  wide 
reputation  for  the  goods  of  their  manufacture,  which  they  ship  in 
large  quantities  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  members  of  the 
firm  are  leading  citisens  of  the  locality  and  of  the  commonwealth ; 
and  are  justly  regarded  as  entitled  to  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the 
community,  which,  indeed  they  enjoy  completely. 

One  of  the  commercial  enteri)rises  of  general  value  recently  in- 
troduced to  Benton  Harbor,  is  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Went- 
woi-th's  Centennial  Bed  Spring,  patented  August  29th,  1876.  The 
proprietors  of  this  useful  and  valuable  invention,  Messrs.  "Went- 
worth  Bros,  conduct  factories  both  at  Benton  Harlwr,  and  at 
Decatur,  Illinois,  from  which  points  they  have  introduced  the  Cen- 
tennial Bed,  generally  throughout  the  country.  The  business, 
at  present  large  enough  to  employ  the  full  capacity  of  the  two  fac- 
tories, is  growing  to  such  dimensions,  that  factories  in  other  locali- 
ties will  probably  have  to  be  established  before  long.  At  the 
Benton  Harbor  house,  Wentworth  Bros,  sell  their  manufacture  at 
wholesale  and  retail,  and  dispose  of  state  and  county  rights  on  the 
most  reasonable  terms. 

The  navy  of  Benton  Harl^or  is  elsewhere  referred  to  in  the 
paragraph  devoted  to  the  steamer  Messenger.  As  the  lake  traflic 
is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  vicinity,  so  the  leading  people 
engaged  in  navigation,  commercially  or  professionally  are  regarded 
as  distinguished  citisens.  Prominent  among  the  latter,  mention 
should  be  made  of  Captain  A.  C.  Bartlett,  the  brave  and  courteous 
commander  of  the  "Messenger,"  of  (Traham,  Morton  Ov:  Co.'s  line.

Tne  traveling  community  as  a  rule  judge  of  cities  and  towns  to 
a  great  extent  by  the  character  of  their  hotels,  and  not  without 
reason,  for  where  there  are  not  any  good  public  houses,  it  is  pretty 
conclusive  evidence  that  business  is  poor  and  enterprise  lacking. 
In  respect  of  hotels,  Benton  Harbor  is  fortunate,  as  its  commerce 
and  industries  justify  it  in  supporting  three  very  handsomely,  two 
of  which  take  unchallenged  rank  as  tirst-class  houses. 

.  The  American  House  kept  by  Alonzo  Vincent,  is  located  in  the 
business  centre  of  the  town,  near  the  post-oftice,  express-oftice,  and 
bank,  and  is  everything  that  could  be  desired  in  the  way  of  accom- 
modation for  permanent  or  transient  guests.  The  house  is  neatly 
and  tastefully  furnished,  the  table  excellent,  and  the  host  and  his 
assistants  polite  and  attentive. 

The  Gartley  House,  Fonger&  Stewart,  proprietors,  is  deservedly 
one  of  the  most  popular  hotels  in  Western  Michigan.  It  is  new 
and  furnished  completely  throughout  with  every  thing  that  modern 
ingenuity  has  devised  to  render  hotel  life  comfortable  and  attrac- 
tive. The  Gartley  House  is  on  Water  street,  conveniently  near  the 
post-office,  steamboat  docks  and  depot.  The  extent  and  class  of 
patronage  enjoyed  by  this  house,  is  the  only  enconium  it  needs  as 
to  the  character  of  entertainment  offered  to  the  pul)lic  by  Messrs. 
Fonger  c^-  Stewart, 

Another  very  excellent  hotel  the  Colfax  House,  is  kept  by  S.  L. 
Vincent,  and  is  well  patronised  by  citisens  and  visitors.
